Grievance Committees

The Strikers Kneourased by the Re- 


port From Washington of a Con-

The Company Claims That Th«y Have 


All the Men They Need to Do 


Their Business. 


CHICAGO, March 6.—The main intereit 


in the Burlington strike yesterday cen- 
ter ad around the Grand Pacific. Here/ in 
one of the spacious parlor* on the first 
floor, the chairmen of the grievance com- 
mittees of a dozen or more important 
railways, tbe names of which have al- 
ready been given In these dispatches, 
were in close conference. It was a fine 
looking body of men—-irave, dignified oi 
demeanor and in a large measure gray- 
haired. The jdoors of th* parlor and of 
tbe rooms adjoining (the Uttar being oc- 
cupied by Chiefs Arthur and Sargeant) 
were locked from the.inside, and sentinels 
stood guard at th* outer portals. 


The conference began tit. ton o'clock, 


and, with brief intermission*, sat until 6 
p. m.—ten hours after the commencement,' 


Before tbe proceedings opened each del- 


egate was pledged to absolute and uriqal- 
iuad secresy, and daring the recess they 
were as dumb as oysters. From time tc 
time, however, loud voices could be heard 
within the chamber, and it was evident 
that the subject matter ot the conference 
was being discussed in a style of decided 
animation. 


The sensation of the day was the new. 


that a resolution bad been offered in tb< 
House of Representatives at Washington 
for the appointment of a special commit- 
tee to investigate the trouble and to act ai 
mediator between tbe company and it! 
or-empioyes, Whan this was read in th< 
meeting, it was received with prolonged 
clapping of hands and stamping of feet. 
Then it formed the subject of a privat* 
conference between Messrs. Arthur an3 
Sargeant, and later the.latter, speaking 
for both, said: 


"You can say for us tbat w« lire per- 


fectly satisfied and ready tbat any com- 
mittee composed of practical railroad 
men shall examine and pass upon out 
demands at any time. We have been al 
all times ready to meet the officials of th< 
company and settle our grievances In art 
amicable manner. We are not asking foi 
our men any more than is paid by othei 
lines running into Chicago. We are per- 
fectly willing to hava a House committee 
examine the matter and see if they can 
bring about an agreement. This strike 
was not of our seeking:, but we know that 
the demands ot our men are just, and we 
can readily convince any intelligent bod; 
of men of the fact. It the Burlington 
officials would but accede to our de- 
niands, which are three and one-hall 
cents per mile passenger service, and foui 
cents per mile freight service, and sixty 
per cent, of the above for the firemen 
every wheel on the system would be turn- 
ing within twelve hours." 


"I indorse every word of that," r» 


marked Chief Arthur who was sitting 
within earshot. 


None of the high officials of the Bur 


lington who could be found last evening 
were willing to discuss the Congressional 
proposition. It is understood upon good 
authority, however, that It is hardly like. 
ly to be regarded with favor even if it 
meets tbe approval of tbe committee on 
commerce, and Is adopted by the House, 
The company will in all probability take 
the ground that so far as it is concerned 
no strike is In existence; that it has all 
tbe men it needs; that its new employes 
bave been brought here from afar upon 
pledges of continuous employment; that 
it is bound in honor to fulfil such guaran- 
tees; that it would therefore be Impossi- 
ble under any terms of settlement to 
take the strikers back in a body, and tbat 
the best it could do would be to give em 
ployment to a limited number of men. 
In this view of the matter it will readily 
be seen tbat both the proposed invei tiga 
tion and the effort toward mediation 
would prove little more than a farce. 


The officers of the "Q" were In a decid- 


edly cheerful mood yesterday, quite 
cheerful, in fact, as the band of strikers 
that gathered at tbe hall on Fourteenth 
otreet, though, unlike the latter, they 
didn't make the roof ring with ."Rally 
Bound the Flag, Boys,'-1 "John Brown's 
Body," "Slap, Bang I Here We Are Again," 
and similar inspiring melodies. 


General Passenger Agent Morton, who 


presided at the usual three-o'clock con- 
rersazlone of the proas contingent, said 
tbat the company was out of the woods 
for good and all; the passenger trains were 
all running upon schedule time, and .the 
freight 
traffic 
had -about 
resumed 


its normal condition. 
Forty-five crews 


had been sent out on Sunday; fifteen 
more yesterday, and with the men al 
ready in town, and waiting to be exam- 
ined, they had enough to take the place 
of every striker. 


Pispatcbes from Eastern points state 


"that still moreiuen are on the way, and 
these would be placed at tbe disposal of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Northern in tbe 
event of trouble upon that system. The 
report that the switchmen and brakemen 
contemplated striking in order to demon- 
strate their sympathy with the Brother- 
hoods was, he said, entirely without foun- 
dation. When the 
switchmen struck, 


they tried their hardest to get the engi- 
neers to help them, but they only got 
laughed at for their pains; hence it was 
very unlikely tbat they. would now turn 
around and take a band in the present 
trouble.

Whitsel, chairman of the water commit- 
tee, to enlighten the council and the 
public as to the progress made at the 
works for clear water. Mayor Kalian re- 
peated the request, but Mr. Whitsel did 
not catch the drift of the discussion, 
whereupon the council adjourned. The 
Mayor stated that .as soon as possible all 
defects in the filter -would be remedied 
and clear water furnished the water 
takeia. Aid. Shoemaker suggested that 
the only remedy would-be tho digging of 
a lot of deep wells and the concentration 
of the supply in a large basin, the water 
to be pumped out of the basin through 
th« mains to tho city. This view is en- 
dorsed by the Mayor.

;o round to the barn and get some buf- 
falo robes and a couple of blankets, 
which he did. I remember the weather 
ierfectly. It was like a soft April aftcr- 
1000; tho sun shone brightly and chil- 
dren played bareheaded in the streets, 
jut there was au unusual stillness in 
the air, it seemed to me. Tlie deep, 
lar-away blueness of the sky made me 
ihlnk of spring. 


It was one of those soft, smiling 


days peculiar to the high altitude of 
,he plains near the Rocky Mountains. 
Jne of those strange Pacific winds was 
Wowing. They come without a mo- 
ment's warning, ami have been known 
to melt eighteen inches of snow in a 
Tew hours, and even bring birds from 
lomewhere, no one knows whither.

wagon for fear the blankets and buffa- 
a robes would be swept away. 


We now had the storin at our back, 


and the wind, which howled like a 
thousand fiends, blew the wagon be- 
'ore it, forcing the horses to walk 
along until we wore crowded off the 
lard beaten road and almost upset, 
when the wagon went down the snowy 
embankment out on to the prairie. 
The cold, became intense. 
Snow as 


Sne as flour sifted under our wraps, 
»ot under our clothes—in fact, I could 
feel it down in my stockings almost 
freezing the life out of me. For a few 
minutes the sensation was simply hor- 
rible. We became bewildered and did 
not knowin what direction to go should 
we get tlie horses to move on. We 
knew the direction of the storm when 
it first came, but blizzards always 
change n, few points to the north or 
west. 
Besides, even if we could re- 


sume our journey, there was a proba- 
bility that we would miss the town en- 
tirely and be frozen or force to stay 
out on the prairie until morning. Our 
only hope Uy in tho fact that there 
were a few ranches just outside of the 
town with wire fences inclosing the 
cultivated fields. We were sure to run 
against the fences unless we lost our 
reckoning entirely, and double back on 
our course. 


But we soon found that tho storm had 


only just begun. It 'ucieased in vio- 
lence every minute, and the tempera- 
ture ran down to what seemed twenty- 
eight or thirty degrees, below zero. At 
last we got the hoises to move by get- 
ting out of the wagon and leading them. 
Tho dogs, however, did not follow us.

I 
fell something brush against my leg, 
but could seo nothing, it was so dark. 
I put down my hands, ,ind to my joy 
found the dogs were with us. 
It made 


me positively happy for ,i moment, be- 
cause I knew they \\ouldkeep us warm 
for a little lime should tho inevitable 
hour come that night. 


The stoun incieased, the cold grew 


more intense, and I got up alongside 
the driver, put my month to his ear 
that he might hc.ir me and told him 
that I could aiot stand it much longer. 


The man had seemed to mo a gruff

escaped afire, we mast get out. Then- 
I tried toTraise up the driver. He could 
not move, His feet were frozen and one 
o! his hands looked like ghastly white 
vax when I pulled down his glove. He 
;old me to leave him with the dogs and 
see if there was not a house near by. I 
lad on two pairs of heavy gloves, and, 
wrapping a half-frozen buffalo robe 
around me, with great difficulty 
crawled out into the open, air. 
It was 


indescribably cold. About two miles 
away I could see thin lines of blue 
smoke curling from some houses, which 
[ took to be the village. I was in no 
condition to see any thing or scarcely 
use my eyes at all, so great was my 
j>ain. Turning my stiff neck I discov- 
jred the top of another dugout, with a 
:ittle chimney rising above the snow. 


It was the summer residence of the 


ranchman who had moved away. He 
,ived in town, during the winter. It 
was not more than fire or six rods to 
the dugout, 1ml it took me a long time 
to reach it, for I had to crawl through 
the deep snow on my hands and knees. 


With my cotton wood stake I knocked 


in the door, and, to my joy, found a 
pair of discarded rubber boots with 
holes in them standing in the corner of 
the dugout and a pair of canvas over- 
all hanging by the fire-place.
